This mid- 
dle course is to cause him by appro- 
priate questions to take the necessary 
sfeps to help himself. This is really 
what teaching means, whether it b2 
in the home or in the school.

Sir Wdward Grey next eppealed to 

“If he. can 
induce Austria to satisfy Russia and to 
abstain from going so far as to come 
into collision with her, we shall all 
oin in deep gratitude to his excellency 
or having saved the peace of Europe” 
(July 29). The Italian government had 
simultaneously appealed to Germany” 
in a like sense. 

On that same day the German gov- 
ernment made certain proposals to 
Great Britain to which we shall come 
presently and which the. prime. min- 
ister afterwards characterised as “‘in- 
famous.” But so persistent was the 
British government in pursuit of peace 
that Sir Edward Grey in declining the 
proposals used eapuege oe Breat .re- 
straint. (July 30), and. accompanied 
his refusal by yet another “most earn- 
est” appeal] to the German chancellor: 
“The one way of maintaining the Sod 

tween England and Ger- 
many is that. thcy should continue to 
work together\to. preserve the peace 
of Europe; if we succeed: in this ob- 
ject, the{mutual relations of Germaiy 

d England will, I belieye, be ipso 

cto improved and strengthened. For 
that object his majesiy’s government 
will work in that way. with alll sincer- 
ity and good-will, And J will say this: 
If the peace of Europe can be. pre- 
served, and the present crisis safely 
passed, my own endeavor will be to 
promote some arran ent to which 
Germany could be a party, by which 
she could be assured that no aggres- 
sive or hostile policy would be pur- 
sued against her or herallies by 
‘France, Russia and ourselves, jointly 
or sepa: ately.” 

On the following day (Juty 21) Sir 
Ed-vard Grey gave proof of his. sin- 
cerity and made a further effort -for, 
peace.
